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FOREWORD

In  this  volume  are  published  for  the  first  time  many  of  the 
details  of  industrial  production  which  for  reasons  of  national 
security  could  not  be  released  during  the  war  years.  Federal 
laws  prohibited  the  publication  of  information  affecting  the 
national  defense  of  the  United  States,  and  moreover  the  Depart- 
ment of  Internal  Affairs  co-operated  to  the  fullest  extent  with 
the  War  and  Navy  Departments  in  Washington  in  preventmg 
the  release  of  data  that  might  give  aid  to  the  enemy  or  might 
possibly  lead  to  sabotage.  Those  two  Federal  departments,  m 
turn,  permitted  all  firms  in  Pennsylvania  having  war  contracts 
to  report  their  production  under  proper  restrictions,  and  as  a 
result  our  Bureau  of  Statistics  was  one  of  a  very  few  State 
agencies  in  the  entire  country  which  was  able  to  keep  a  full 
record  of  the  contribution  of  industry  to  the  war  effort. 

This  report  assumes  greater  significance  when  it  is  realized 
that,  in  view  of  the  gap  in  United  States  census  figures,  here  is 
virtually  the  only  continuous  record  in  existence  of  the  trans- 
formation of  a  great  industrial  State  from  a  peace-time  to  a  war 
economy.  On  the  following  pages  will  be  found  an  exact  account 
of  the  unprecedented  expansion  of  Pennsylvania  industries 
which  brought  production  in  1944  to  its  war-time  peak  of  over 
15  billions  of  dollars.  Not  only  does  this  permanent  record  have 
value  from  a  military  point  of  view,  should  another  national 
emergency  again  confront  us,  but  from  the  standpoint  of 
business  and  industry  it  will  supply  a  factual  foundation  for 
bridging  the  transition  from  peace  to  war  and  back  again. 

I  wish  to  add  a  word  of  appreciation  for  the  continued 
co-operation  of  the  thousands  of  firms  which  report  annually  to 
the  Bureau  of  Statistics.  Without  such  co-operation  this  report 
and  its  companion  volume,  the  Industrial  Directory  of  Penn- 
sylvania, obviously  could  not  be  compiled.  During  the  war  when 
industry  was  burdened  with  preparing  and  filing  great  numbers 
of  governmental  reports  of  all  kinds,  there  seemed  to  be  gen- 
eral recognition  in  business  circles  of  the  essential  character 
of  the  basic  data  gathered  by  the  Department  of  Internal 
Affairs.  This  fact  has  lightened  our  task  and  has  made  it 
possible  for  us  to  prepare  better  and  more  complete  reports 
for  the  benefit  of  the  business  interests  of  Pennsylvania  and 
all  our  citizens. 
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PENNSYLVANIA  INDUSTRY'S  WAR  RECORD

During  the  war  the  United  States  Bureau  of  the  Census  discon- 
tinued its  biennial  survey  of  the  nation's  manufacturing  indus- 
tries and  consequently  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  taken 
by  the  Federal  government  covers  the  year  1939.  It  is  under- 
stood that  plans  are  now^  being  made  to  collect  manufacturing 
data  throughout  the  country  for  1947.  It  will  be  the  middle  of 
the  following  year,  however,  before  the  preliminary  results  of  that 
census  can  be  made  public  from  Washington. 

In  Pennsylvania  the  Department  of  Internal  Affairs,  through 
the  Bureau  of  Statistics,  continued  to  collect  industrial  data  on  an 
annual  basis,  though  for  reasons  of  national  security  only  cer- 
tain totals  were  released.  It  is  now  possible  to  tell  the  complete 
story  and  to  show  what  the  people  of  Pennsylvania,  management 
and  workers  together,  accomplished  during  the  war  years.  This 
article  summarizes  and  brings  as  nearly  up  to  date  as  possible 
material  that  has  hitherto  been  confidential  or  at  least  not  widely 
circulated.  To  some  extent  it  supplements  the  study  of  produc- 
tion in  Pennsylvania  during  the  second  World  War,  made  by  Dr. 
George  L,  Leffler  of  State  College  and  reprinted  in  this  volume. 

Peak  of  War  Output  Attained  in  1944 

Industrial  production  in  Pennsylvania,  including  the  output  of 
mines  and  quarries,  stood  at  5.7  billions  of  dollars  in  1939,  and 
reached  the  phenomenal  peak  of  nearly  15.1  bilHons  in  the  war 
year  of  1944.  Cancellation  of  war  contracts  after  the  defeat  of 
Germany  in  May,  and  of  Japan  in  August,  1945,  brought  about 
a  reduction  in  the  totals  for  that  year,  the  figure  nevertheless 
remaining  at  the  very  high  level  of  13.3  billions.  As  would  be 
expected,  production  of  mines  and  quarries  lagged  somewhat 
behind  manufacturing  industries  that  were  concentrating  their 
efforts  upon  producing  the  sinews  of  war. 

The  total  dollar  amounts,  together  with  a  relative  index  based 
upon  1939  taken  as  100,  are  given  in  Table  1.  Separate  data 
are  given  for  manufacturing  industries  and  for  mines  and 
quarries,  and  the  two  distinct  categories  are  also  combined  under 
the  heading  of  "Total  Production." 

The  net  results  accomplished  by  Pennsylvania  industries  can 
be  shown  more  accurately  by  taking  account  of  the  value  added 
to  raw  and  semifinished  materials  by  the  manufacturing 
processes.  The  Bureau  of  Statistics  has  been  gathering  detailed

data  on  this  subject  only  since  1940,  but  from  available  figures 
a  close  estimate  may  be  made  for  1939.  In  that  year  value  added 
by  manufacture  in  Pennsylvania  amounted  to  approximately 
2,374  millions  of  dollars.  During  the  war  years  the  value  added 
rose  rapidly  to  a  peak  of  6,661  millions  in  1944,  after  which  it 
dechned  to  5,688  milhons  in  1945. 

Value  Added  by  Manufacture  Significant 

The  foregoing  figures  are  more  significant  for  some  purposes 
than  the  total  value  of  products,  inasmuch  as  it  is  out  of  the 
funds  created  by  adding  to  the  value  of  raw  and  semifinished 
materials  that  a  manufacturer's  payrolls,  taxes,  interest,  over- 
head expenses  and  profits  must  in  the  last  analysis  be  paid. 
Value  added  has  the  further  advantage  of  eliminating  duplica- 
tions in  the  values  reported  by  several  plants,  each  of  which  may 
in  turn  process  the  same  materials.  Such  duplications  appear, 
for  example,  in  various  branches  of  the  iron  and  steel  industry, 
where  the  value  of  the  same  metal  may  be  reported  four  or  five 
times  at  difi'erent  stages  of  manufacture,  beginning  with  pig 
iron  and  ending  with  highly  finished  steel  products  like  watch 
springs  or  surgical  instruments. 

It  is  interesting  to  observe  that  value  added  by  manufactur- 
ing rose  somewhat  more  rapidly  during  the  war  than  total  value 
of  products.  This  is  undoubtedly  due  in  large  part  to  the  high 
degree  of  skillful  fabrication  and  finishing  required  in  the  pro- 
duction of  such  things  as  aircraft  and  aircraft  parts  and  many 
other  types  of  war  equipment. 

Employment  Trends 

Industrial  employment  was  subject  to  conflicting  forces  during 
the  war — on  the  one  hand,  an  ever  increasing  demand  on  the  part 
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of  industrj'^  for  labor  and,  on  the  other  hand,  a  constantly 
diminishing  supply  of  male  workers  due  to  the  operation  of  the 
draft.  The  natural  result,  as  is  well  known,  was  the  employment 
of  women  workers  in  types  of  semiskilled  labor  to  which  they 
were  previously  unaccustomed.  As  a  result  of  these  conflicting 
trends,  and  especially  because  of  the  large  number  of  men 
inducted  into  the  armed  forces,  employment  in  mining  reached 
its  peak  in  1942,  whereas  manufacturing  employment,  bolstered 
by  the  accession  of  female  workers,  continued  to  grow  in  1943. 
Thereafter,  industrial  employment  has  been  below  the  record 
levels  established  in  wartime.  Value  of  products,  however,  as 
already  noted,  continued  to  expand  in  1944,  as  did  the  aggregate 
amount  paid  in  wages  and  salaries  to  industrial  workers.  Table  2 
summarizes  the  basic  industrial  employment  data  for  a  period 
of  seven  years.

While  the  number  of  persons  employed  in  Pennsylvania  indus- 
tries increased  37.6  per  cent  between  1939  and  1944,  the  amounts 
received  by  industrial  employes  in  the  form  of  wages  and  salaries 
were  more  than  two  and  one-half  times  as  great  in  the  latter 
year  as  in  the  prewar  year.  Thus,  had  wage  rates  and  average 
hours  of  work  remained  stable,  the  increase  in  number  of  indus- 
trial employes  would  have  raised  1939  payrolls  of  1,700  million 
dollars  to  about  2,340  millions  in  1944  on  a  proportional  basis. 
Actually,  however,  because  of  higher  wage  rates  for  the  same 
types  of  work,  and  many  new  jobs  paying  much  more  than 
similar  work  had  previously  been  paid,  plus  a  great  amount  of 
extra  compensation  for  overtime,  industrial  payrolls  in  Pennsyl- 
vania reached  an  all-time  peak  of  a  little  over  4,330  millions  of 
dollars  in  1944.  In  the  following  year  wages  and  salaries  paid 
by  Pennsylvania  industries  dropped  to  3,996  millions,  but  this 
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was  still  more  than  double  the  amount  in  either  1939  or  1940. 

The  course  of  industrial  payrolls  during  the  seven  years  ending 
with  1945  is  shown  in  Table  3.

Statistics  for  Counties 

County  totals  for  1945,  covering  employment,  payrolls  and 
production  in  industrial  establishments,  are  given  in  Table  4  on 
the  next  page.  Comparing  the  leading  industrial  counties  in  1945 
with  1939,  it  may  be  noted  that  Philadelphia,  Allegheny  and 
Delaware,  in  that  order,  led  all  other  counties  in  value  of 
products  for  both  years.  The  share  of  Philadelphia  in  the  State 
total  dechned  slightly  from  24.6  per  cent  in  1939  to  22.5  per  cent 
in  1945.   Allegheny  County,  after  experiencing  a  remarkable 
expansion  of  heavy  industry  during  the  war,  also  showed  a  small 
drop  in  its  relative  share  of  State  production— from  17.7  per  cent 
in  1939  to  16.7  per  cent  in  1945.   Delaware  County  likewise 
showed  a  marked  industrial  growth,  which  brought  its  share  of 
total  production  from  4.4  per  cent  before  the  war  to  5.8  per  cent 
in  1945.  The  previous  year,  when  shipbuilding  activity  was  at  its 
height,  the  percentage  credited  to  Delaware  County  was  even 
greater.  Other  leading  counties  that  have  improved  their  relative 
positions  in  comparison  with  their  prewar  status  are  Montgomery, 
which  has  moved  up  from  fifth  place  in  the  State  ranking  to 
fourth  position,  and  Erie  and  York,  both  of  which  in  1945  pro- 
duced noticeably  larger  shares  of  industrial  output  than  in  the 
prewar  period.

INDUSTRIAL  EXPANSION  IN  PENNSYLVANIA 
DURING  THE  SECOND  WORLD  WAR^ 

By  George  L.  Leffler 

GENERAL  SUMMARY 

THIS  study  is  a  report  on  the  expansion  of  industrial  produc- 
tion in  Pennsylvania  from  1939  to  1944.  At  the  time  this 
material  was  being  prepared  there  had  been  no  complete 
figures  released  on  the  contribution  of  the  State,  its  industrial 
areas  and  counties,  to  the  winning  of  the  war.  In  fact,  no 
manufacturing  data  had  been  released  since  1939.  Hence  an 
almost  complete  blackout  has  existed  in  regard  to  industrial  data 
since  Hitler  first  began  his  attempted  conquest  of  the  world. 

The  present  study  is  based  upon  industrial  production  in 
twelve  major  industries  and  in  67  counties  and  20  industrial 
areas  from  1939  through  1944.  No  data  later  than  1944  were 
available  as  of  the  publication  date  of  this  report.  The  year 
1944  marked  the  peak  of  industrial  production  in  Pennsylvania 
during  the  v/ar.  After  V-J  Day  output  declined  rapidly  as  the 
industries  of  the  State  turned  to  peace-time  needs.  Hence  our 
study  covers  the  period  from  the  year  war  was  declared  until 
production  reached  its  crest  in  the  State. 

Stimulated  by  unprecedented  demands  for  goods  during  the 
Second  World  War,  the  industries  of  Pennsylvania  broke  all  pre- 
vious records  in  industrial  output  during  that  period.  The  war 
in  Europe  began  in  September  1939.  Its  elfects  in  this  country 
were  not  observable  in  that  year  but  became  noticeable  in  1940. 
By  1941  there  was  a  marked  rise  in  production  as  the  defense 
program  began  to  take  effect.  During  1942,  1943  and  1944 
output  expanded  rapidly  as  industries  drove  towards  greater 
and  greater  records  to  help  win  the  war. 

The  over-all  picture  of  industrial  production  in  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania  can  be  observed  by  a  study  of  Table  1.

2  The  source  of  the  statistical  data  for  all  tables  in  this  study  is  the  Pennsylvania  Depart- 
ment of  Internal  Affairs,  Bureau  of  Statistics. 
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It  will  be  seen  from  Table  1  that  total  production  expanded 
from  about  $5,700,000,000  in  1939  to  an  all-time  record  of 
$15,100,000,000  by  1944.  In  this  expansion  manufacturing 
showed  the  greatest  relative  and  absolute  gain.  The  index  for 
manufacturing  over  the  six-year  period  rose  167  per  cent  against 
only  124  per  cent  for  mines  and  quarries.  All  production  rose 
164  per  cent,  the  index  increasing  from  100  to  264  for  the  period 
indicated. 

Since  it  was  both  possible  and  desirable  to  increase  the  output 
of  factories  during  the  war  in  the  State  to  a  greater  extent  than 
that  of  mines  and  quarries,  the  result  was  inevitably  a  greater 
gain  in  the  output  of  manufacturing  than  that  reported  for 
mines  and  quarries.  Manufacturing  accounted  for  93.3  per  cent 
of  all  industrial  output  in  1989,  but  this  rose  to  94.3  per  cent 
in  1944. 

There  are  twelve  major  classes  of  industries  in  Pennsylvania. 
Their  relative  importance  and  value  of  production  is  indicated 
in  Table  2.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  metals  and  metal  products 
industry  was  by  far  the  most  important,  accounting  for  nearly 
48  per  cent  of  total  production.  The  next  two  industries  in 
importance  were  food  and  kindred  products  and  textiles  and 
textile  products.

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In  other  words,  production  expanded  much  more  from  1939 
to  1944  in  the  metals  and  metal  products  industry  and  in  the 
miscellaneous  products  industry  than  it  did  in  any  other  classifi- 
cation. The  miscellaneous  products  industry  includes  the  vital 
war  industries  of  shipbuilding-  and  airplane  manufacture.  Since 
steel,  ships  and  planes  were  the  basic  war  products,  it  is  readily 
understood  why  production  in  these  industries  showed  greater 
expansion  than  did  any  other  types  during  the  war  period. 

There  are  20  leading  manufacturing  areas  in  Pennsylvania, 
ranging  from  one  to  eight  counties  each.  The  five-county  Phila- 
delphia area  is  the  largest  producer  accounting  for  roughly  37 
per  cent  of  total  manufacturing  output  in  both  1939  and  1944. 
The  area  only  slightly  increased  in  relative  importance  during 
the  war. 

The  Pittsburgh  area,  comprising  eight  counties,  accounted  for 
about  29  per  cent  of  manufacturing  output  in  both  1939  and 
1944.  Its  share  rose  only  nominally  during  the  war  period.  The 
Lehigh  Valley,  the  third  area  in  importance,  showed  no  change 
in  relative  importance  from  1939  to  1944,  retaining  a  ratio  of 
4.6  per  cent. 

Of  the  20  leading  areas  it  can  be  said  that  as  a  whole 
there  were  no  great  shifts  in  relative  importance  from  1939  to 
1944.  War  orders  were  spread  over  the  State  in  about  the  same 
ratio  as  pre-war  facilities  and  production  would  seem  to  have 
indicated  as  far  as  broad  areas  were  concerned.  Little  permanent 
shift  in  the  industrial  balance  of  the  State  seemed  to  have  taken 
place  because  of  the  war. 

As  of  1944,  compared  to  1939,  the  greatest  expansion  by  in- 
dustrial areas  was  as  follows,  in  order,  Sunbury,  Wilkes-Barre, 
Erie,  Johnstown,  Lehigh  Valley  and  Philadelphia. 

Taking  individual  counties  rather  than  areas,  it  can  be  said 
that  industrial  expansion  during  the  war  increased  in  varying 
ratios  in  different  counties.  Philadelphia  County,  the  leading 
industrial  county,  turned  out  24.6  per  cent  of  State  output  in 
1939,  but  only  22.8  per  cent  in  1944.  Allegheny  County,  the 
second  producer,  turned  out  17.7  per  cent  in  1939  and  18.3  per 
cent  in  1944.  Delaware  County,  the  center  of  huge  shipbuilding 
and  other  heavy  industries  in  the  war,  increased  its  share  of 
total  production  from  4.4  per  cent  to  6.6  per  cent  in  the  war 
period. 

The  next  seven  counties  in  importance  in  1944  were  Mont- 
gomery, Beaver,  Westmoreland,  Erie,  Northampton,  Berks  and 
Luzerne.  Lancaster  County,  on  the  list  of  the  first  ten  in  1939, 
dropped  off  in  1944,  while  Erie  County,  which  was  not  on  the 
list  in  1939,  chmbed  rapidly  in  the  war  to  seventh  place.  Luzerne 
county  declined  sharply  in  relative  rank  during  the  war  period. 

In  the  production  of  mines  and  quarries  Luzerne  County  was 
the  biggest  producer  in  1939  and  1944,  but  its  share  of  total 
production  in  this  industry  fell  from  22  per  cent  to  18  per  cent. 
Schuylkill  County,  the  second  most  important  county,  increased 
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its  share  of  State  output  from  8.5  per  cent  to  12  per  cent  in 
the  same  period.  Fayette  County  was  third  in  both  years,  turn- 
ing out  8  per  cent  in  1939  and  1944.  On  the  whole,  the  war  did 
not  seem  to  affect  the  relative  importance  of  the  ten  leading 
counties.  In  both  1939  and  1944  they  produced  78  per  cent  of 
the  output  of  the  mine  and  quarry  industries. 

The  five  counties  which  showed  the  most  expansion  in  1944 
as  compared  with  1939  in  total  industrial  output  were  as  follows: 
Columbia,  Montour,  Delaware,  Armstrong  and  Bedford. 

In  summary,  the  conclusion  of  this  report  would  seem  to  be 
that  the  industries  of  the  State  not  only  showed  an  immense 
expansion  during  the  war  but  also  contributed  magnificantly 
toward  the  winning  of  the  war.  No  attempt  has  been  made  to 
compare  their  rate  of  expansion  with  that  in  other  States  nor 
to  forecast  their  rate  of  activity  in  the  post-war  years. 

EXPANSION  OF  INDUSTRIAL  PRODUCTION 
BY  MAJOR  INDUSTRIES 

Chemicals  and  Allied  Products 

The  value  of  production  in  the  chemicals  and  allied  products 
industry  in  1939  was  $461,000,000  or  8.0  per  cent  of  all  industrial 
production  in  the  State.  Output  rose  substantially  during  the 
war,  a  gain  of  125  per  cent  being  shown  from  1939  to  1944. 
Production,  however,  did  not  rise  as  rapidly  as  all  industrial  pro- 
duction and  the  industry  accounted  for  only  6.9  per  cent  of 
total  output  in  1944.  The  industry  ranked  fourth  out  of  twelve 
major  industries  in  1939  and  fifth  in  1944.

Clay,  Glass  and  Stone  Products 

Value  of  production  in  this  industry  in  1939  totaled 
$178,000,000  in  1939  or  3.1  per  cent  of  all  industrial  production 
in  the  State.  In  the  next  five  years  production  rose  65  per  cent 
which  was  less  than  the  rate  for  all  industries.  In  1944  its 
share  of  total  production  was  down  to  1.9  per  cent.  The  industry 
ranked  ninth  out  of  twelve  major  industries  in  1939  and  in  1944.

Food  and  Kindred  Products 

This  highly  important  industry  turned  out  $714,000,000  in 
products  during  1939.  In  the  next  five  years  production  in- 
creased to  $1,449,000,000,  a  gain  of  103  per  cent.  The  increase 
in  output  was  less  than  average  for  the  12  leading  industrial 
groups  and  its  share  of  total  production  in  the  State  fell  from 
12.5  per  cent  in  1939  to  9.6  per  cent  in  1944.  The  industry 
ranked  third  in  size  out  of  twelve  industries  in  1939  and  second 
in  1944,  being  exceeded  only  by  the  metals  and  metal  products 
industry.

Leather  and  Rubber  Goods 

This  industry  reported  production  valued  at  $181,000,000  in 
1939,  which  increased  to  $341,000,000  in  1944,  a  gain  of  88  per 
cent.  The  rate  of  expansion  was  less  than  that  of  all  industries 
in  the  period.  It  accounted  for  3.2  per  cent  of  all  production 
in  1939  but  only  2.3  per  cent  in  1944.  The  group  ranked  eighth 
out  of  twelve  major  industrial  groups  in  both  1939  and  1944.

Lumber  and  Its  Remanufacture 

This  quite  small  industry  among  Pennsylvania's  industrial 
giants  produced  $72,000,000  in  1939  and  $153,000,000  during 
1944,  an  expansion  of  112  per  cent.  Its  share  of  total  production 
fell  slightly  during  the  war.  During  1939  it  accounted  for  1.3 
per  cent  of  all  production.  By  1944  the  ratio  had  dropped  to  1.0 
per  cent.  The  industry  was  the  smallest  of  the  twelve  major 
industries  in  1939  and  eleventh  in  1944. 

Table  7  summarizes  changes  in  the  industry  during  the  war.

Metals  and  Metal  Products 

This  great  industry  is  the  biggest  of  all  industries  in  the 
State.  Its  war-time  expansion  was  enormous  as  it  supplied  the 
basic  product  for  munitions  of  war  as  well  as  an  endless  number 
of  finished  war  materials.  Its  output  in  1939  was  $2,128,000,000. 
By  1944  this  had  increased  to  $7,209,000,000,  a  gain  of  239 
per  cent.  During  that  period  its  share  of  total  State  production 
increased  at  the  expense  of  almost  every  other  industrial  group. 
In  1939  it  accounted  for  37.3  per  cent  of  total  production  while 
in  1944  it  reported  47.8  per  cent  or  almost  half  of  the  total 
output  in  Pennsylvania.  It  was  the  largest  industry  by  far  in 
both  1939  and  1944  among  the  thirteen  major  industries.

Mine  and  Quarry  Products 

Although  manufacturing  as  a  whole  is  much  more  important 
than  mining  and  quarrying  in  the  State,  the  industry  is  quite 
important  as  compared  with  the  eleven  major  manufacturing 
industries  In  1939  it  turned  out  $383,000,000  in  value  of 
products.  By  1944  this  had  increased  to  $857,000,000,  a  gam  of 
124  per  cent.  This  rate  of  gain,  however,  was  not  as  large  as 
that  of  all  industrial  production.  Its  share  of  total  production 
was  6.7  per  cent  in  1939  and  only  5.7  per  cent  in  1944.  The 
industry  ranked  fifth  in  1939  but  only  sixth  in  1944.

Paper  and  Printing  Industries 

This  industry  during  1939  produced  $340,000,000  in  value  of 
products.  In  the  next  five  years  output  increased  to  $615,000,000, 
a  gain  of  81  per  cent,  which  was  less  than  average  for  all  indus- 
tries in  Pennsylvania.  The  industry's  share  of  total  State  pro- 
duction in  1939  was  5.9  per  cent.  By  1944  its  share  had  fallen 
to  only  4.1  per  cent.  It  ranked  sixth  in  importance  in  1939  and 
seventh  in  1944. 

Changes  in  production  during  the  war  are  indicated  in  Table  10.

Railroad  Repair  Shops 

This  industry  is  less  than  average  size  among  the  twelve  major 
industries  of  Pennsylvania.  In  1939  it  turned  out  products 
valued  at  $124,000,00.  By  1944  this  had  increased  to  $228,000,000. 
The  expansion  of  85  per  cent  in  that  period  was  less  than  the 
gain  for  all  industries.  The  industry  produced  2.2  per  cent  of 
all  production  in  the  State  during  1939  but  only  1.5  per  cent  in 
1944.  It  ranked  tenth  out  of  the  twelve  industries  in  both  years. 

Its  war-time  expansion  is  indicated  in  Table  11.

Textiles  and  Textile  Products 

This  great  industry,  which  in  peace  years  ranks  next  to  the 
metals  industry,  produced  $780,000,000  in  value  of  products  in 
1939.  By  1944  output  had  expanded  to  $1,386,000,000,  a  gain 
of  78  per  cent.  This  rate  of  increase  was  less  than  average  for 
all  industries.  Its  share  of  total  production  in  1939  amounted 
to  13.7  per  cent.  By  1944  this  had  fallen  to  9.2  per  cent.  The 
industry  ranked  second  out  of  twelve  major  industries  in  1939 
and  third  in  1944.

Tobacco  and  Its  Products 

This  is  a  relatively  small  industry  in  the  State.  During  1939 
it  produced  only  $89,000,000  in  products.  By  1944  this  had 
increased  to  $135,000,000.  The  expansion  of  52  per  cent  m  that 
period  was  less  than  the  increase  for  all  industries.  Its  share 
of  total  production  was  1.6  per  cent  in  1939.  By  1944  this  had 
dropped  to  0.9  per  cent.  The  industry  ranked  eleventh  in  impor- 
tance in  1939  out  of  twelve  industries  and  last  in  1944.

Miscellaneous  Products 

This  industry  showed  an  enormous  expansion  during  the  war. 
The  chief  factor  accounting  for  this  gain  was  that  the  industry 
includes  both  shipbuilding  and  airplane  manufacture,  both  of 
which  industries  made  immense  gains  in  output  from  1941  on. 
The  industry  produced  $256,000,000  in  products  in  1939.  By 
1944  this  had  risen  to  $1,375,000,000.  The  gain  in  that  period 
was  438  per  cent,  the  largest  reported  among  the  twelve  indus- 
tries. The  industry  accounted  for  4.5  per  cent  of  all  production 
in  1939.  By  1944  this  had  doubled  to  9.1  per  cent.  The  industry 
was  seventh  in  importance  out  of  twelve  industries  in  1939  and 
fourth  in  1944. 

Its  output  during  the  war  is  indicated  in  Table  14.

Table  15  permits  a  quick  review  of  changes  in  relative  impor- 
tance of  the  twelve  major  industries  in  the  State  during  the  war 
period.  As  will  be  observed  the  metals  and  metal  products 
industry  was  far  in  the  lead  in  both  1939  and  1944  and  made  the 
greatest  absolute  expansion  in  dollar  value  of  production.  The 
miscellaneous  group  industry,  however,  made  the  greatest  rela- 
tive expansion  because  of  the  growth  of  shipbuilding  and  air- 
plane manufacturing.  Nearly  all  other  industries  tended  to 
decline  in  relative  importance  during  the  war  because  of  being 
overshadowed  by  these  two  war  industries.

Total  Industrial  Production 

An  examination  of  Table  16  will  show  the  leading  industrial 
counties  in  the  State  in  1939  when  the  war  started  in  Europe 
and  in  1944  when  production  in  the  State  was  at  its  peak.  It 
will  be  noted  that  Philadelphia  County  was  the  leader  in  both 
years.  Its  share,  however,  dropped  slightly  from  1939  to  1944. 
in  1939  it  accounted  for  24.6  per  cent  of  all  State  production 
but  only  22.8  per  cent  in  1944.  Allegheny  County  was  easily  the 
second  largest  producer  in  both  1939  and  1944.  It  increased  its 
share  over  the  five  years  from  17.7  per  cent  to  18.3  per  cent. 
Delaware  County,  which  v/as  the  site  of  big  shipyards  and  other 
war  industries,  was  third  in  both  years  and  increased  its  share 
of  total  production  from  4.4  per  cent  to  6.6  per  cent. 

In  1939  the  next  seven  counties  in  order  of  importance  were 
Montgomery,  Luzerne,  Westmoreland,  Berks,  Lancaster  and 
Northampton.  In  the  next  five  years  Lancaster  County  dropped 
out  of  the  ranks  of  the  first  ten  and  Erie  county  which  was  not 
on  the  list  in  1939  climbed  rapidly  to  seventh  place  by  1944. 
The  other  counties  remained  on  the  list  in  both  years.  Erie 
County  of  course  was  a  great  producer  of  war  munitions  and  a 
center  of  heavy  industry  which  was  particularly  benefited  by 
war  orders.  Luzerne  County  dropped  sharply  in  rank  among  the 
first  ten  counties  in  the  war.  Anthracite  mining,  the  _  chief 
industry  there,  did  not  expand  as  rapidly  as  did  the  war  indus- 
tries in  many  other  counties.

Manufacturing  Production 

Table  17  indicates  the  changes  in  relative  importance  of  the 
leading  manufacturing  counties  in  Pennsylvania  during  the  war. 
Philadelphia  was  the  leading  manufacturing  county  in  the  State 
in  both  1939  and  1944.  Its  share  over  the  six-year  period,  how- 
ever, declined  from  26.3  per  cent  of  total  manufacturing  output 
to  24.1  per  cent  in  1944.  Allegheny  County,  in  which  Pittsburgh 
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is  located,  was  the  second  most  important  county  in  both  years 
and  increased  its  share  somewhat  from  1939  to  1944.  In  1939 
it  accounted  for  18.5  per  cent  of  all  value  of  manufactures.  By 
1944  this  share  was  up  to  19.0  per  cent. 

The  other  counties  were  considerably  behind  these  two  leaders 
in  relative  importance.  Delaware  County  was  third  in  both 
1939  and  1944,  increasing  its  share  from  4.7  to  7.0  per  cent  in 
the  period.  The  next  seven  counties,  in  order,  for  1939  were 
Beaver,  Montgomery,  Berks,  Westmoreland,  Lancaster,  North- 
ampton and  Erie. 

From  1939  to  1944  decided  shifts  were  noted  among  the  first 
ten  leaders.  Lancaster  dropped  out  of  the  list  and  its  place  was 
taken  by  York  County,  a  very  important  war  center.  Erie 
County  rose  in  importance  as  did  Northampton  and  Montgomery 
in  rank.  Beaver  and  Berks  Counties  fell  in  rank  and  Westmore- 
land remained  unchanged  in  seventh  place. 

That  the  1944  ranking  will  remain  in  all  cases  after  the  war 
is  doubtful.  Many  counties  during  the  war  were  particularly 
fortunate  in  being  able  to  handle  war  orders  because  of  the 
nature  of  their  factories.  In  other  counties  special  war  facilities 
were  constructed  such  as  airplane  factories  or  shipyards.  In 
many  cases  this  expansion  of  manufacturing  during  the  war 
was  "a  purely  war-time  phenomenon.  In  some  cases  the  war- 
built  facilities  will  find  active  use  in  the  post-war  years.

Food  and  Kindred  Products 

Philadelphia  County  is  by  far  the  largest  manufacturer  of  food 
and  kindred  products  in  the  State.  Its  share  of  total  production, 
which  was  37.6  per  cent  in  1939,  however,  dropped  to  32.1  per 
cent  in  1944.  Allegheny  County  was  the  second  most  important 
county  in  both  years.  It  also  showed  a  decline  in  relative 
importance. 
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Dauphin  County  was  third  in  both  years  with  httle  change 
in  relative  importance.  The  three  leaders  were  turning  out  over 
57  per  cent  of  all  products  in  the  industry  in  1944.  Table  20 
shows  the  ten  leading  counties  in  1939  and  1944.

Miscellaneous  Products 

These  industries  produce  a  variety  of  manufactured  products 
varying  from  very  small  hand-made  products  to  giant  warships. 


During  the  war  this  group  of  industries  showed  great  changes 
in  location,  particularly  because  it  included  the  very  vital  war 
industries  oi  aircraii  manuiacture  and  shipbuilding.  The  lead- 
ing producer  m  1939  was  Allegheny  County  with  20  per  cent 
ot  total  production.  By  1944  the  county  had  tallen  to  third 
place  with  only  16  per  cent  of  the  State  total.  Philadelphia 
County  rose  from  second  to  first  place  over  the  period  partly 
because  of  increased  shipbuilding  activities.  Delaware  County, 
center  of  much  shipbuilding  and  other  war  industries,  climbed 
from  third  place  in  i939  to  second  place  in  1944.  The  three  lead- 
mo-  counties  turned  out  62  per  cent  of  all  products  m  1944.  lable 
28^ shows  the  changes  in  relative  importance  of  leading  counties 
in  1939  and  1944.

LEADING  PENNSYLVANIA  COUNTIES  IN  MINE  AND 
QUARRY  PRODUCTS 

Table  29  shows  the  relative  importance  of  the  ten  leading 
counties  in  the  State  in  the  production  of  mine  and  quarry 
products.  Luzerne  County,  the  chief  city  of  which  is  V\/ilkes- 
Barre,  was  the  leading  producer  in  both  1939  and  1944  by  a 
considerable  margin.  It  will  be  observed,  however  that  the 
county  showed  a  decline  in  relative  importance,  producing  22 
per  cent  of  the  State's  output  in  1939  and  18  per  cent  m  1944. 
The  reason  for  this  was  that  the  county  is  an  anthracite  mining 
area  and  anthracite  did  not  expand  during  the  war  as  much  as 
did  bituminous  coal  mining.  •    u  +u 

Schuylkill  County  was  the  second  largest  producer  m  both 
1939  and  1944  and  increased  its  share  from  8.5  per  cent  to  over 
12  per  cent.  Fayette  County,  a  soft  coal  producer,  was  third 
both  years,  retaining  an  8  per  cent  share  of  State  production 
in  both  years.  Of  the  other  seven  counties  Washington,  West- 
moreland and  Indiana  Counties  increased  their  shares  of  State 
production,  while  Cambria,  Lackawanna,  Allegheny  and  North- 
umberland showed  reduced  shares  in  1944  as  compared  with 
1939 

On  the  whole,  the  war  did  not  seem  to  affect  the  relative 
importance  of  the  ten  leading  counties  in  this  industry.  In  both 
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1939  and  1944  they  produced  approximately  78  per  cent  of  all 
output  in  mine  and  quarry  products.  The  same  counties  were  in 
the  Hst  of  the  first  ten  in  both  years.

MANUFACTURING  PRODUCTION  IN  20  LEADING 
INDUSTRIAL  AREAS 

There  are  twenty  leading  manufacturing  areas  in  the  State. 
These  are  indicated  in  Table  30.  This  table  is  a  reference  table 
and  from  it  can  be  found  the  total  production  in  each  of  these 
large  manufacturing  areas,  which  range  in  size  from  one  to  eight 
counties. 

Table  31  is  derived  from  Table  30.  It  shows  the  relative  expan- 
sion of  manufacturing  production  in  each  of  the  twenty  areas 
from  1939  to  1944.  The  year  1939  is  considered  as  100  in  each 
case.  For  example,  in  the  Altoona  area  manufacturing  produc- 
tion rose  to  188  in  1943  and  208  in  1944. 

The  areas  rose  and  fell  during  the  war  in  relative  rates  of 
expansion.  In  1941  the  highest  index  was  in  the  Johnstown  area 
where  the  index  was  214  as  compared  with  100  in  1939.  In  1942 
the  highest  index  was  405  in  the  Wilkes-Barre  area,  where  light 
tank  production  was  expanding  rapidly.  This  area  includes, 
Luzerne,  Columbia  and  Sullivan  Counties.  In  1943  the  Wilkes- 
Barre  area  also  had  the  highest  index  with  379.  In  1944  the 
highest  index  was  371  in  the  Sunbury  area. 

As  we  have  already  indicated,  the  year  1944  was  the  year  of 
highest  manufacturing  output  during  the  war.  The  six  areas 
with  the  highest  indexes  in  that  year  were  as  follows:

Table  32  shows  the  changes  in  distribution  of  value  of  manu- 
facturing production  in  the  twenty  areas  in  1939  and  1944.  It 
will  be  observed  that  the  five-county  Philadelphia  area  was  by 
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far  the  largest  producer  in  both  peace  and  war.  Its  percentage 
of  total  manufacturing  in  the  State  increased  very  slightly  over 
the  period,  being  36.6  per  cent  in  1939  and  37.3  in  1944.  Roughly, 
it  was  37  per  cent  in  both  years,  showing  that  this  area  in- 
creased only  nominally  in  importance  during  the  war  despite  its 
immense  war  output. 

The  Pittsburgh  area  of  eight  counties,  the  great  steel  and 
heavy  industry  producer,  was  second  in  both  1939  and  1944  in 
value  of  products.  It  also  increased  its  ratio  slightly,  being  28.6 
per  cent  in  1939  and  29.1  in  1944  or  roughly  29  per  cent  in 
both  years. 

Lehigh  Valley,  which  embraces  Allentown,  Bethlehem  and 
Easton,  is  another  big  steel  center.  Its  share  of  total  manu- 
facturing output  was  almost  exactly  the  same  in  both  years, 
being  4.5  per  cent  in  1939  and  4.6  per  cent  in  1944.  Of  the 
remaining  seventeen  areas  the  following  gains  or  losses  of  more 
than  0.1  point  from  1939  to  1944  were  found:

Considering  all  20  areas  as  a  whole,  it  may  be  concluded  that 
no  great  shifts  in  the  relative  importance  of  these  areas  took 
place  during  the  war.  In  other  words,  war  orders  seem  to  have 
been  spread  roughly  over  the  State  in  about  the  same  ratio 
as  manufacturing  facilities  and  production  were  distributed 
before  the  war.  It  is  doubtful  if  the  war  reallocated  industry  in 
Pennsylvania  very  much  from  what  it  was  prior  to  the  war.  In 
some  areas  special  war  plants  were  constructed.  Even  here  it 
is  doubtful  if  the  net  effect  will  be  to  shift  the  industrial  balance 
in  the  State  to  any  large  extent.
